‘Kidnap victim 1 found tied 
up with drill piece in foot

A MAN was found by police face¬ 
down and tied up in the back of a 
van with a six inch drill bit sticking 
out of his left foot. 

Horatio White, 31, had the DIY tool 
forced into his foot by men who had 
snatched him off Colin Road, Luton. 

He was discovered after his abduc¬ 
tors were forced to flee when police 
officers approached the silver Vivaro 
van late at night in Stopsley. 

Luton Crown Court heard on 
Wednesday that paramedics took 
him on a stretcher to hospital where 
surgeons performed an operation to 
remove the drill bit. 

Giving evidence Mr White said he 
he had been in a lot of pain. He said: 
“I was feeling very vulnerable and 
scared. I thought it was the end of my 
life.” 

He told the court that on the day of 
the kidnap, March 24, he had 
returned from work in Milton Keynes 
and had gone to his mother’s home 
on the Lewsey Farm estate before 
travelling to his girlfriend’s at 
Gainsborough Court, off Stocking- 
stone Road. 

He parked his Vauxhall Astra in 
Colin Road and was listening to a 
programme on TalkSport when he 
noticed two men in a builder’s van. 
He thought this was ‘weird’ as it was 
10.20pm. 

When he got out of the car he said a 
white man with blond spiky hair 
went past him. The side of the van 
was opened and another white man, 
who was about 6ft tall got out fol¬ 
lowed by a second man who was 
brandishing a shotgun. 

He went on: “Someone grabbed me

In April, Mr Cameron also visited 
the plant and hailed it as a ‘great 
British success story’.

In court for £5k extra benefits 


Afghan family tried to escape lorry 


A WOMAN stole more than £5,000 
of taxpayers’ money after not 
telling the council her partner had 
got a job. 

Sally Anne Gallagher, 28, of Hart 
Lane, Luton, was convicted at 
Luton Magistrates’ Court for 
dishonestly failing to notify Luton 
Borough Council about a change in 
her circumstances while claiming 
housing and council tax benefit. 

An investigation of Gallagher’s 
benefit claim by the council’s Audit 
and Investigations Team following 
a data matching exercise revealed 
that although her partner had 
started work, she did not tell the 
council’s Benefits Service. 

By dishonestly failing to report 
the change in her circumstances, 


Gallagher fraudulently received 
£5,240 in benefits; she must now 
repay this amount in full to the 
council. 

On Thursday Gallagher was 
sentenced to a 12 month 
Community Order and a two 
month curfew. She was also 
ordered to pay £100 towards the 
council’s costs. 

Cllr Robin Harris said: “If you are 
claiming benefits you must tell the 
council about any changes to your 
financial situation immediately. To 
check what changes need to be 
reported, just call the council on 
0300 790 0345.”

TWO women and six children tried 
to escape police capture by fleeing 
from the back of a lorry. 

The vehicle was pulled over by 
police at Toddington services on 
the Ml after a member of the 
public alerted the emergency 
services having seen people in the 
back of the truck. 

Two Afghan women and their 
children ran off but were caught 
by officers. 

They claimed asylum and were 
handed over to the UK Border 
Agency. 

An Agency spokesman said: “We 
were contacted by Bedfordshire 
Police following reports that a 
number of people had been seen 
exiting the back of a lorry at 


Toddington Services on the Ml on 
Wednesday, August 24 just after 
8.30am. 

“Two Afghan women and their six 
children have claimed asylum and 
have been placed in asylum 
accommodation while their cases 
are dealt with. The UK Border 
Agency will seek to remove those 
who are found to have no right to 
be in the UK.” 

A police spokeswoman said: 
“Officers were notified by a call 
from a member of the public who 
had seen some people in the back 
of the lorry. 

“These people then dispersed 
from the lorry and when they 
were retrieved were handed over 
to the Border Agency.” 



A charitable stretch behind bars 


SOME high profile public figures 
will be arrested this week - but do 
not be alarmed, as it’s all a bit of 
fun in the name of charity. 

The Mall Luton will be 
‘apprehending’ members of the 
community to take part in ‘Jail & 
Bail’, a fundraising initiative to 
support Keech Hospice Care. 

At 9am on Thursday, police 
officers will ask 15 ‘offenders’ to 
‘come along quietly’ at the Town 
Hall, and they will be taken directly 
to a mock jail which is to be set up 
inside The Mall. 

Among the ‘accused’ will be Luton 
Mayor Don Worlding, next year’s 
High Sheriff of Bedfordshire Jack 


Sapsworth MBE, Keech chief 
executive Mike Keel, Luton 
Borough Council chief executive

The inmates will then have two 
hours to ring as many people as 
they can and raise money for their 
‘bail’. 

All of the prisoners will have had 
time before their arrest to start 
raising sponsorship money but 
their time in the cells will be critical 
to ensure their release. 

The ‘prisoners’ have also been 
asked to rally up as many of their 
friends and family as possible to 


visit them ‘behind bars’ for that 
‘essential emotional support’. 

Having raised £6,000 last year, The 
Mall has organised this event to 
raise as much money as possible for 
Keech Hospice Care, which has 
been The Mall Luton’s nominated 
charity for the past two years. 

Keech offers free care to those 
suffering with long term illness and 
provides a supportive network to 
family and friends. 

Lavinia Douglass, marketing 
manager at The Mall Luton, said: 
“This is set to be one of our most 
exciting fundraising events yet and 
we can’t wait to see the Jail taking 
shape and being filled with all of 


our wonderful inmates. We’d like to 
say a big thank you to everyone for 
agreeing to take part and making 
sure that this event is a success and 
we’re very excited to see how much 
money we can raise for Keech this 
year.

A MAN has appeared in 
court charged with the 
murder of his wife. 

Lee Anstice, 49, of 
Carlisle Road, 
Dunstable, was at 
Luton Crown Court on 
Wednesday charged 
with the murder of 
Tracy Anstice, 37, in 
Buttermere Close, 
Flitwick, on August 26. 

Emergency services 
had been called to the 
property but Mrs 
Anstice later died from 
a stab wound. 

Mr Anstice did not 
enter a plea and will 
be back in court in 
December for a plea 
hearing. 

A trial has been 
listed for early next 
year.

round the neck and two people 
had hold of my legs. He was 
holding me very tight around the 
neck. I was finding it hard to 
breathe.” 

He said he was forced into the 
back of the man and was asked: 
“Where’s the money?" 

He said the men, who were 
masked, were putting on fake 
Jamaican accents. 

He said: “They said ‘We are 
going to show you Luton boys’. I 
took it to mean they were 
making out they weren’t from 
Luton. I said they could have the 
£20 I had on me and my car keys. 

“One said - ‘I am going to bore 
you in your a...’ - it meant stab me. 

“They tied my legs together. I 
was not aware it was a drill piece. 

I thought when they tied my legs 
they had put a knife between 
them.” 

The jury of six men was told 
that Mr White’s ordeal ended at 
about 10.45pm when two 


Hertfordshire Constabulary 
officers who had been following a 
small dark car into the Stopsley 
area spotted a silver Vauxhall 
Vivaro van that had parked up. 

When the officers approached 
one man ran from the passenger 
seat into the dark but the driver 
Dean Wright was arrested. 

Prosecutor Maryam Syed said: 
“In the back of the van was Mr 
White. He had been tied up and 
was lying face down on the floor. 

“As the officers undid the knots 
to free him he screamed and 
they saw a six inch drill bit, still 
with the plastic sales tag on it, 
had been pushed into his foot. 
5mm protruded out from the 
other side of his foot.” 

Asked why he had been 
targeted Mr White said he had no 
idea. He denied being a drug 
dealer saying he had a drug 
conviction from 2000 but had 
not been involved since. “I am not 
concerned in the supply of 
drugs,” he said. 


Wright told the police he had 
been offered three bags of 
cannabis to drive the van. He said 
he recognised the man who had 
asked him but did not know his 
name. 

DNA found on a pair of tights 
was linked to Julian Hughes-John, 
said the prosecutor. He could be 
allegedly linked to the scene by 
mobile phone evidence. 

When questioned, Julian 
Hughes-John said he had known 
the victim from Sunday school. 

He said he had lent a pair of his 
niece’s tights to a cannabis dealer 
he knew. 

The prosecutor said a number 
of people were involved in the 
kidnap and not all had been 
‘apprehended’. 

Dean Wright, 26, of Rivergate 
House, Cheapside, pleaded guilty 
to kidnap but denied causing 
grievous bodily harm. Julian 
Hughes-John, 30, of Luxembourg 
Close, denied both charges. 

The case continues. 


Worker spent £50k of 
client cash on family

A BANK worker stole more than £50,000 
from customers and used the money to 
treat his family. 

Charles Bates had worked at Barclays 
Bank in Leighton Buzzard from when he 
was 18 and had started taking the money 
in 2009, Luton Crown Court heard on 
Wednesday. 

Bates, of Great Northern Road, 
Dunstable, had used the money to help 
his mother pay the mortgage, take her 
and his sister on holiday and help his 
aunt who lived in Spain. 

In total £54,612.42 had been removed 
from the accounts of the two men, who 
Bates, now 20, targeted because they 
were ‘vulnerable’. Barclays has repaid the 
victims. 

Philip Farr, defending, said Bates 


suffered from a medical condition that 
would make his time in prison more 
difficult. 

Recorder Leslie Cuthbert said: “You 
carried out fraud over two years which is 
clearly a significant period of time and 
this incident did have a degree of plan¬ 
ning. It was fraudulent from the outset. 

“This was done to assist your mother 
and relatives. 

“You targeted vulnerable individuals 
and chose people who were unlikely to 
notice or complain and prevented state¬ 
ments being sent to them. 

“You could have clearly had a career at 
Barclays but you will never have a similar 
position of trust.” 

Bates pleaded guilty to fraud by abuse 
of position. 

He was given a 12 month jail sentence 
suspended for 18 months, a 12 month 
supervision order and he must complete 
150 hours unpaid work. 

He was also ordered to repay £8,200 
and costs of £1,200.

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Hatters fans guilty 
of York match affray

THREE Luton Town fans were convicted 
of being involved in trouble after the 
team had lost its chance of promotion 
back to the Football League. 

Jamie Sales, Michael Howe and Gary 
Booth were found guilty of affray at the 
York City Conference play-off semi-final 
at the end of the 2009-2010 season. 

On Wednesday the jury at Luton Crown 
Court were shown CCTV footage of a 
pitch invasion. Objects were hurled and 
abuse hurled at the York players and 
fans. 

There was more trouble outside the 
ground where a corner shop was raided 
and brooms and mops were lobbed at 
the police. 

Sales, 26, of Russet Way, Dunstable, and 
Howe, 44, of Dellfield, St Albans, pleaded 
not guilty to affray inside the ground, but 
were convicted. Booth, 40, of Kinross 
Crescent, Luton, pleaded not guilty to 
affray outside the ground, but was also 
convicted. Howe had pleaded guilty to a 
charge of affray outside the ground. 

Prosecutor Claudette Elliott told the 
jury of nine men and three women that 
the match was played at Hatters’ 
Kenilworth Road ground on May 3 last 
year. 

“It was a very important match to both 
sides. The winner would go through to 


the play-off final at Wembley. This was a 
second leg match and Luton were losing 
1-0 on aggregate at the start of the game. 

“Unsurprisingly the atmosphere was 
aggressive and in the second half York 
City scored, the tension heightened and 
police feared a pitch invasion. 

“Contingency plans had been put in 
place but the level of violence was not 
anticipated. Police and stewards formed 


lines to prevent the pitch being invaded 
but after the final whistle Luton support¬ 
ers tried to get through the lines while 
York City supporters were celebrating on 
the pitch. 

“Even experienced stewards and police 
officers admitted they were afraid by the 
situation.” 

The three will be sentenced at a later 
date.

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Pervert jailed for 
two years after 
undercover sting

A PERVERT who described in 
graphic detail the twisted sex 
acts he wanted to perform on a 
ten-year-old girl has been jailed 
for two years. 

David Enwright, 43, of Elm Park 
Close, Houghton Regis, logged on 
to Microsoft MSN and told a 
‘father’ he would be willing to pay 
for sex with youngsters as young 
as four. 

But unbeknown to Enwright, 
the man he was speaking to was 
an undercover police officer on 
the trail of internet paedophiles. 

Enwright began chatting to a 
man called ‘Dave’ in May who 
claimed to have children of ten 
years old and under, one of whom 
was a daughter called ‘Hannah,’ 
Isleworth Crown Court was told. 

Prosecutor Tim Hiak said 
Enwright claimed his ‘interest 


was in four to five upwards’ with 
‘an ideal age of around eight or 
nine’. 

The prosecutor said: “He then 
revealed to the covert investiga¬ 
tor that he would like to meet 
someone who would let me join 
them with their kids. 

“He then went on to say ‘I want 
to have a young girl, maybe even 
a young lad’.” 

As the chat continued he 
described a number of times 
what he wanted to do to the chil¬ 
dren and said he would like to 
meet ‘Dave’s’ children, the court 
heard and showed particular 
interest in Hannah. 

Enwright told the officer that he 
had had sex with a 13-year-old, 
something he later said was fan¬ 
tasy, but said he liked much 
younger children and would pay 
for the privilege. 

A meeting was arranged 
between the pair at Richmond 


train station on May 11 but when 
Enwright arrived he was met by 
police officers and arrested. 

He told them he had never done 
anything like that before and did¬ 
n’t know why he had done it. The 
court heard he was deeply 
ashamed of his actions. 

Officers raided his home and 
found a small number of inde¬ 
cent images of children on his 
computer, the court was told. 

Rejecting a defence plea that 
Enwright should be given a sus¬ 
pended sentence, Judge Robert 
Winstanley said the incident was 
so serious that only an immedi¬ 
ate custodial sentence was 
appropriate. 

Enwright pleaded guilty to 
arranging sexual activity with a 
child, possessing indecent 
images of children and distribut¬ 
ing indecent photographs and on 
August 26 was jailed for two 
years.

Beware of the rogues 



COLD calling is nothing new, 
but sometimes it can be hard to 
resist, especially when there is a 
job that needs doing. 

Mr and Mrs Ruddy’s gutter had 
become so clogged-up that a 
plant was growing out of it, so 
when the offer of help came 
they didn’t give it a second 
thought. 

“When he came to the door, he 
said the front gutter was over¬ 
flowing,” explained Mrs Ruddy. 

“I said to him, we do want them 
cleaned and we don’t want our 
neighbour to do it because it 
would involve him going up 
ladders. My husband knocked 
his price down to £200 and he 
agreed to start work on 
Monday.” 

In just a few minutes, the 
Ruddys (an alternative name for 
the couple has been used to 
preserve anonymity) had 
unwillingly fallen into two traps 
- they had accepted the offer of 
a cold caller and then failed to 
get written confirmation of the 
quote along with the seven days 
written cancellation notice 
which the trader is legally 
obliged to provide. 

Jo Borthwick, public protection 
service manager for Central 
Bedfordshire Council, said: 
“Taking up a cold caller’s offer to 
work is never a wise thing to do 
as a really good trader relies on 
word of mouth recommenda¬ 
tions rather than door-to-door 
selling to get work. 

“The trader should provide 
customers with a written seven 
day cancellation notice, which

However, after originally 
agreeing to do the work at their Dunstable home for 
£200, the trader quickly escalated his demands to a 
whopping £7,000 for waterproofing the roof and 
clearing it of moss. Fortunately, Trading Standards 
moved in before it was too late. LUISTRACCIA reports.

allows consumers to change 
their mind or seek alternative 
quotes within a week if they 
wish. This cancellation notice 
should be in a prescribed and 
prominent format - no small 
print at the bottom of the page.” 

Without this protection, the 
Ruddys were an easy target. Mrs 
Ruddy continued: “The trader 
came in and said the roof was 
covered with moss, and it would 
have to be hand cleaned or 
pressure washed. 

“He offered a new price of 
between £3,000-4,000. Then he 
said that if you have the roof 
painted with special bond paint, 


you won’t need the loft insulated. 
£7,000 for the whole job. We 
started to get worried, we just 
didn’t want to up the price any 
further...” 

It was at this point that Trading 
Standards were alerted to the 
situation. Acting quickly, officers 
arrived at the house to find the 
trader working. They instructed 
the trader to stop work, leave the 
property and not return, so that 
the alleged breaches of consumer 
protection law could be 
investigated. 

The Ruddys, who had already 
paid £500 cash in response to the 
trader’s pressure for a down pay¬ 


ment, have been asked by 
Trading Standards not to make 
any further payment while their 
investigation is ongoing. 

A relieved Mrs Ruddy said: 
“We’re very grateful to Trading 
Standards, it’s saved us a lot of 
money. I’d advise people not to 
accept cold callers - it sounds 
awful, but also not to believe all 
that people say.” 

Cllr Brian Spurr, executive 
member for sustainable commu¬ 
nities Services at Central 
Bedfordshire Council, said: 
“Unscrupulous traders will 
attempt to target vulnerable 
members of our community by 
cold calling and then charging 
highly inflated prices for unnec¬ 
essary work or completing work 
to such a poor standard that the 
victim then has to employ 
someone else to put it right. I am 
delighted that Trading Standards 
were able to help on this occasion 
to prevent this from happening.” 

If you are having some work 
done, consider the following 
options: 

■ Ask your friends or family to 
recommend a tradesman 

■ Check to see if the trader is a 
member of a trade association 

■ Consider contacting Trading 
Standards for a list of Trading 
Standards Approved traders 

Members of the public can 
contact Central Beds Trading 
Standards in confidence on 0300 
300 8136 if they have any infor¬ 
mation relating to traders that 
fail to give cancellation rights or 
appear to be targeting elderly or 
vulnerable people.

Responding to Cllr Stay 

SIR - No North would like to 
respond to last week’s letter by Cllr 
Richard Stay. 

We are glad that he has decided to 
raise the issue of the financial viabil¬ 
ity of proposed developments in the 
Core Strategy because that is one of 
the main reasons why it failed. 

If any site can’t be delivered then 
there shouldn’t be any taxpayers’ 
money wasted and the development 
should be immediately discounted. 

There are four competing sites 
around Luton and they are: North of 
Luton (from Sundon Park to Warden 
Hills), North of Houghton Regis 
(from Dunstable to Lewsey), East of 
Luton (from Stopsley to Wigmore) 
and West of Luton (Challney to 
South). 

Our group consists of local resi¬ 
dents who are against the two 
options to the North of Luton and 
Houghton Regis and ones which Cllr 
Stay is supporting. 

The North of Luton is dependent 
on a Luton Northern Bypass at an 
estimated cost of £490 million. The 
North of Houghton Regis is depend¬ 
ent on an A5-M1 andWoodside 
Bypass along with a new function 
11a on the Ml, at an estimated cost 
of more than £200 million. 

The A5-M1 scenario has been 
mooted for many years and still 
there is no funding allocated so how 
is the Luton Northern Bypass that 
costs a great deal more going to 
happen? 

Compare the two developments 
that Cllr Stay is supporting to the 
one he is opposing and it is a perfect 
example of an argument without 
substance. 

The West of Luton is privately 
funded at no cost to the taxpayer 
and has a transport strategy 
accepted by the officers. 

In conclusion you have three 
options: one costs £490 million, one 
costs £200 million and the other 
nothing. Cllr Stay’s financial argu¬ 
ments have absolutely no credibility 
and this is precisely why the Core 
Strategy did not work. 

The truth is he is the one who is 
supporting developments that do 
not stack up and opposing one that 
does. If he wishes to argue against a 
development in his backyard based 
upon financial reasons then we 
challenge him to respond and show 
us evidence that confirms where the 
£690 million is going to be found 
from the developments he is 
supporting.

End animal experiments 

SIR - Some medical research chari¬ 
ties that conduct appallingly cruel 
animal experiments are receiving 
millions of pounds every year in 
donations from the public. 

This is despite the fact that a new 
NOP opinion poll shows that 82 per 
cent of people would not knowingly 
give to a medical research or health 
charity that funds animal research. 
How can this be? 

The only answer is that the public 
is being kept in the dark about the 
nature of the research these chari¬ 
ties are funding. Animal Aid’s recent 
campaign, at the heart of which is a 
scientific report, Victims of Charity, 
reveals that charity-funded 
researchers have deliberately dam¬ 
aged monkeys’ brains with toxic 
chemicals, slowly and systematically 
destroyed the hearts of dogs, and 
injected mice with cancerous tissue. 

The report’s authors conclude that 
laboratory experiments on animals 
produce information that cannot be 
reliably applied to human medicine 
- and can even be dangerously mis¬ 
leading. Animal Aid is urging people 
to boycott all charities that conduct 


or fund cruel and unreliable animal 
research.

Rise in mobile working 

SIR - Mobile working is gathering 
momentum as a great way to 
improve staff morale. It also helps 
businesses to connect employees 
wherever they are and swap expen¬ 
sive office spaces in favour of virtual 
workplaces, where activities can be 
conducted remotely. 

The pace of change is shown by 
the number of businesses in the 
South East, which are embracing a 
mobile workforce. Sixty-six per cent 
of businesses in the region are 
enabling staff to work on the move, 
up from just 23 per cent in 2010. 

The benefits to productivity can be 
huge as well, with 75 per cent of 
South East businesses saying that 
transport issues alone are regularly 
impacting the ability of staff to get to 
work in time. 

However, mobile working doesn’t 
always equate to remote working. 
Our results found that only two per 
cent offer remote access to the com¬ 
pany network. A dongle or a smart¬ 
phone may enable remote email, 
but without access to the company 
server, many workers will be held 
back from being truly productive 
outside of the office.

TWO women whose car broke 
down on the motorway ended 
up arguing - with one attacking 
the other.

Trust to take over community health services

COMMUNITY health services 
across the county will now be 
provided by an Essex-based 
trust that took over the mental 
health provisions a year ago. 

Staff at Bedfordshire Comm¬ 
unity Health Services have for¬ 
mally transferred to South Essex 
Partnership University NHS 
Foundation Trust (SEPT), with 
Cambridgeshire Community 
Services NHS Trust having taken 
over in Luton in April. 

Emphasis has been put on 
the ‘as is’ transfer meaning that 
the same services will be pro¬ 
vided from the same place, by 
the same healthcare profes¬ 
sionals. 

Angela McNab, chief execu¬ 


tive of NHS Bedfordshire, said: 
“This transfer will help to 
ensure we can deliver the best 
possible community health¬ 
care to Bedfordshire residents 
by bringing together the expe¬ 
rience and innovation of SEPT 
and the skills and dedication 
of our frontline staff.” 

Dr Patrick Geoghegan OBE, 
chief executive of SEPT, said: 
“SEPT will now be bringing 
together the skills and expert¬ 
ise of our new community staff 
with those of our mental 
health staff so that we can care 
for the physical and mental 
health needs of people in their 
own homes and communi¬ 
ties.” 


Busway project to cause lengthy delays for motorists 


DRIVERS will face three months 
of delays while a new junction is 
being built for the Luton 
Dunstable Busway. 

From tomorrow, motorists will 
not be able to turn left into 
Station Road, Luton, and traffic 
in Old Bedford Road will be 
reduced to a single lane at its 
junction with Mill Street and 
Station Road. 

The work is part of the £90 mil¬ 
lion busway project and will cre¬ 
ate a new busway junction at the 
Guildford Street and the new sta¬ 
tion interchange and passenger 


drop-off zone in Station Road. 

This part of the scheme is 
scheduled to be completed by 
December 2. 

Traffic will only be able to go 
straight ahead into Guildford 
Street or turn right into Mill 
Street. Motorists are advised that 
the signed diversion route will be 
via Guildford Street and Church 
Street. 

The pedestrian crossing at the 
junction of Guildford Street and 
Mill Street will be out of operation, 
with barriers erected and alterna¬ 
tives routes provided for safety 


Cllr Roy Davis said: “We appreci¬ 
ate that these significant works in 
and around the station area will 
cause inconvenience for motor¬ 
ists, pedestrians and rail users. We 
apologise in advance but will do 
everything in our power to keep 
this to an absolute minimum. 

“We are building the busway in 
order to reduce congestion and 
dramatically reduce journey 
times across Luton and 
Dunstable. If the works complete 
ahead of schedule then we will 
lift the traffic restrictions as soon 
as possible.” 


Drug used to treat epilepsy 
found in Nurofen packets 


AN OFFICIAL drug alert and product 
recall have been issued after reports of 
Nurofen Plus packets containing anti¬ 
psychotic drugs. 

NHS Luton is urging members of the 
public to make checks on their packs fol¬ 
lowing the discovery of Seroquel XL and 
Neurontin (a medicine used to treat 
epilepsy) in two new batches of the tablets. 

NHS Luton’s head of Medicines 
Management, Richard Jones, said: “As a 
precautionary measure we are advising 
people to check their stocks of medicines 
and return any unexpired Nurofen Plus 


to their nearest pharmacy for a refund. 
At the same time it is worth checking to 
see if you have any other medicines 
which you no longer need or which are 
out of date, as your local pharmacy will 
also dispose of these safely for free. 

“If anyone is concerned they may have 
taken a tablet other than Nurofen Plus, 
they should contact their GP.”

S O how do you get on with 
your neighbour? A recent

The godfather of theatre

“I LIKE to accept a part if I’m intrigued by it” 
says Ian McKellen. “Then I’ll look at the 
script more carefully and, selfishly, find out 
who else is involved, the when, where and 
how much and, if all the elements come 
together, then I’ll accept it.” 

Clearly all the elements have come together in 
The Syndicate, a new version of the 1961 
Eduardo De Filippo black comedy that is coming 
to Milton Keynes Theatre next month. And Sir Ian, 
knighted in 1991 for his services to the performing 
arts, is loving the challenge of playing a ‘Godfather’ who 
rules the back streets of Naples with a smile - and a gun. 
“Eduardo de Filippo was the Alan Ayckbourn of his day” 
he says. “He lived in Naples and wrote, directed and 
starred in his own shows. He produced local 
theatre for a local audience and I 
admire him so much. 

“The Syndicate is a famous play 
back in Italy but it had never been 
seen in the UK. In Naples, after 
the war, law and order had bro¬ 
ken down. Neither the 
police nor the govern¬ 
ment could be trusted 
so the ‘Godfathers’, 
who each ruled their 
T*^ own district, 

stepped in to take 
over with a rod of iron.” 
McKellen plays Mafia 
boss Antonio Barracano 
who, as a young man, fled 
to New York to escape pros¬ 
ecution for murder. 

Forty years after his 
return to Italy from the 
USA he is a ‘God¬ 
father’ with a con¬ 
science, helping peo¬ 
ple sort out their 
problems, trying 
to stamp out 
violence. 

-“It’s a fan¬ 
tastic part for 
me” he says 
“and for lots 
of other 


I’m working with so many old friends including 
Michael Pennington, Jane Bertish and Cherie Lunghi, 
and some really talented younger actors.” 

McKellen is also, once again, teamed up with Sean 
Mathias who directed Samuel Becket’s Waiting for 
Godot, the immensely successful production that ran 
for a week at MK Theatre in 2009. And he’s pleased to 
be coming back. 

“I had a wonderful time in Milton Keynes. It was the 
first time the play really took off. The audience got the 
humour and their response really lifted the produc¬ 
tion; we were all very surprised and delighted.” 

Speaking of being surprised and delighted, it’s always 
a welcome relief when someone as distinguished and 
famous as the star of such major movies as X-Men, The 
Da Vinci Code and The Lord of the Rings Trilogy, who 
is also a leading player with both the National Theatre 
and the Royal Shakespeare Company, is not only pre¬ 
pared to give you the time of day but is also eminently 
approachable and charming. There are far less cele¬ 
brated actors around who bring far greater egos to the 
interview table. 

“The challenge in this play” he says, “is trying to be 
Italian without resorting to cod accents. So it’s all about 
portraying that Mediterranean character through ges¬ 
tures, intonation and bearing. We stay in England but 
we look Italian. And it is a rattling good story.” 

So how about a West End transfer for this Chichester 
Festival Theatre production? 

“When the tour comes to an end I am not free” he 
says with a tinge of disappointment in his voice, “but I 
am free this time next year. If I’m asked to do it in 
London, well, that would be marvellous!” 

Sir Ian is not free because of a prior commitment. 

“I try not to play the same part over and over again - 
though having said that, the day after we finish the 
tour in Milton Keynes, I am due to fly back to New 
Zealand where filming is underway on The Hobbit in 
which I play Gandalf, a part I played in The Lord of the 
Rings trilogy.” 

Ah, Sir Ian, how could we not be aware of that strand 
of your career that sees you cast as the all-powerful, 
mortality-defying wizard, Gandalf? 

“Nowadays, I tend to get offered parts playing very, 
very old people. Don Antonio is about 75 years old...” 
he pauses, “which doesn’t seem so old to me now.” 

It is 50 years since, at the Belgrade Theatre in 
Coventry, Sir Ian stepped out onto a stage for the very 
first time. On September 4, to celebrate his half centu¬ 
ry as an actor, he has hired the theatre where it all 
began for the evening. “I’ll chat a bit, do a few stories... 
but you maybe better not mention it because I believe 
it’s all sold out.” 

No surprise there, then.

WITH all the building work going on at the 
University of Bedfordshire, just next door 
there is a little reminder of times gone by. 

St Mary’s Church stands next to both the 
Luton campus of the university and The 


Mall, with the 900-year-old place of worship 
providing a stark contrast to its built-up 
surroundings. 

Next weekend, from Friday through 
Sunday, the church will be welcoming all 
visitors who wish to take a look at one of the 
town’s oldest buildings as part of the 
nationwide Heritage Open Days scheme. 

Rev Canon Nick Bell, vicar of St Mary’s 
Church, said: “Whenever the doors are 
open we get people looking in and this is a 
chance to get a proper look. 


“Many people have stood at a bus stop, 
passed by on their way into the university, 
or seen the church from the fabulous view 
from The Mall and wondered what it’s like 
inside. 

“Some have been curious for 25 years and 
never made it to the door, so why not drop 
in?” 

The church is a Grade One listed building 
built in 1137 and is widely regarded as one 
of the finest examples of a medieval church 
in England.

Staff holiday requests 
are expected to rise 
as 2012 Games near

SMALL businesses in Bedfordshire are 
anticipating the impact of next year's 
Olympic and Paralympic Games, with 
a recent survey showing that one in 
four are expecting an increase in staff 
holiday requests.

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Shape the future of communities 


BUSINESSES could get a boost with 
the testing of new powers to give 
people unprecedented influence to 
determine the future of their areas. 

On Wednesday it was announced 
the Central Bedfordshire villages of 
Caddington and Slip End will be 
among 36 more ‘front-runner areas’ 
to get the chance to employ 
neighbourhood planning, a radical 
new power being introduced in the 
Localism Bill to give people a ‘real 
voice’ in deciding how development 
will look in their area. 

The parishes are working on a 
Neighbourhood Plan that will deal 
with a range of issues including an 
ageing population, the need for 
affordable homes, a demand for 
youth activities and community 
services - while retaining and further 
enhancing the rural feel of the area. 

For the first time, neighbourhood 
planning will allow communities to 
shape their own vision for their 
community, from deciding the 
locations of shops, offices and 
schools to setting standards of 
design for new housing and 
protecting green spaces of value to 
the community. 

In areas where people want to see 
homes and businesses built, 
neighbourhood planning will allow 
communities to grant a blanket 
planning permission for development 
to go ahead without developers 
having to make separate 


applications. The community has the 
final say on whether a neighbourhood 
plan comes into force. If more than 
50 per cent of people voting in a 
local referendum support the plan, 
then the planning authority must 
bring it into force. 

Neighbourhood planning is designed 
to ‘return power to local people and 
local businesses’ on planning 
decisions in contrast to the top-down 
regional strategies being scrapped by 
the Government. 

Planning Minister Greg Clark said: 
“For too long local people have been 
shut out of the planning process with 
no real voice to affect decisions 
about the places where they live. 

“Unpopular regional strategies left 
people without the ability to 
influence the future of their 
community and this fuelled 
resentment towards growth. 

“Neighbourhood planning will hand 
power back to communities to 
decide the vision for their area as 
they see fit, encouraging people to 
plan positively for their future. This is 
localism in action and the 
enthusiasm across the country for 
neighbourhood planning shows how 
keen communities are to get 
involved.” 

Each front-runner’s council is being 
given £20,000 to support work on 
neighbourhood planning and free 
advice from planning experts will be 
available for that community. 


MEP sees how B&Q 
is helping the planet

MEP Richard Howitt visited his B&Q store to learn 
more about the home improvement and garden 
centre retailer’s Forest Friendly achievements. 

While being shown around the branch in Luton 
Retail Park, Gipsy Lane, Mr Howitt was told the 
company now only buys timber from proven, 
responsible, legal forests and is supplying its 
customers with sustainable timber products, at no 
extra cost. 

He was also told about B&Q’s 16,000 different 
products which contain timber which can be traced 
back to legal forests and that no other retailer of its size 
is even close to achieving this. 

The firm was placed 18th in The Sunday Times Green 
Companies List earlier this year, one of only four 
retailers in the top 50. This was due to changes to the 
way stores operate which has reduced their carbon 
output. For example all stores now have roof shafts to 
increase natural light into the store which in turn has 
reduced electricity consumption. 

Mr Howitt learned about the company’s diversity 
policy, which means a quarter of B&Q’s workforce is 
over the age of 50 years, with a similar percentage 
under the age of 25. 

Employees told Mr Howitt how they are being ‘skilled 
up’.

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House prises expected 
to rise above inflation

HOUSE prices in Bedfordshire are 
expected to soar by ten per cent in the 
next five years, while property develop¬ 
ers will cash in on the rising demand 
for rooms to rent. 

That is according to property guru 
Samantha Bains, who also predicts that, 
in five years, prices should be running 
above inflation. 

Sam, director of Ultimate Connexions 
based in Wellington Street, Luton, 
started her multi-million pound prop¬ 
erty consultancy firm from a tiny hall 
table in her starter home. 

She is responsible for turning around 
the fortunes of many struggling buyers 
who have found themselves unable to 
sell property in the stagnant market, as 
well as commercial investors, by advis¬ 
ing them and co-ordinating money¬ 
spinning developments. And much of it 
is down to location, she says. 

“There are hotspots for commercial 
property just as there are hotspots for 
residential that defy the market logic,” 
said Sam. “The trick is to study prices on 
the net and find the hotspots then work 
out where the next ones will be and try 


and buy before the fever reaches there.” 
As an expert adviser, Sam detects prop¬ 
erty microclimates where ‘hotspot’ con¬ 
ditions may occur. “Invest in niche 
pockets, where exceptional circum¬ 
stances apply,” she said. 

“Now is the time to invest in Bedford¬ 
shire. The top five hotspots are Luton, 
Dunstable, Arlesey, Biggleswade and 
Henlow.” 

Meanwhile, property investors are rac¬ 
ing to cash in on the rising demand for 
rooms to rent in new rental hotspot 
Luton. The Bedfordshire town has come 
second only to London as the most in 
demand town in a new survey. 

The property website has published a 
list of ten locations around the UK 
where demand for rental property is 
booming. Top of its table was London, 
with 8.9 applicants chasing every room 
available for rent. 

However, our nation’s capital isn’t 
alone in experiencing a major imbal¬ 
ance in the demand and supply of 
rooms to rent. In Luton, tenants face a 
similar shortage of rental properties, 
with 8.8 tenants chasing each room. 

New housing developments are 
springing up in Luton and surrounding 
areas to meet demand, with hotspots 


including Hemel Hempstead and 
Houghton Regis. “In Luton, demand is 
so frenzied that many new rental prop¬ 
erties are snapped up within a few hours 
of coming onto the market,” said Sam. 

“With mortgage lending in June at just 
£500 million - the lowest figure since 
1998 - the outlook for rents is very posi¬ 
tive. If people can’t buy they will have to 
rent and with supply and demand eco¬ 
nomics there is only one way rentals can 
go and that’s up.” 

But it isn’t all bad news for homeown¬ 
ers. Sam, who is the only agent on the 
street in Luton who deals with both resi¬ 
dential and commercial sales, as well as 
lettings, predicts: “In two years we are 
probably looking being back to where 
we were at the start of this year when a 
slight upward movement was observed 
which soon fell away. 

‘And in five years from now property 
prices in Luton will have increased by 
ten per cent on today’s prices, which 
means they should be running above 
inflation. 

“Mortgage availability is easing, leav¬ 
ing buyers ready to capitalise on the 
market. Now is the time to secure mort¬ 
gages on buy-to-let properties in the 
Luton area.” 


Passengers number takes off 
at fastest growing major airport 


LUTON Airport handled 
more than one million pas¬ 
sengers in July - a nine per 
cent increase on the same 
month last year. 

This latest news follows the 
release of official figures last 
month which showed that 
Luton was the fastest grow¬ 
ing major airport in the Lon¬ 
don area, increasing passen¬ 
ger numbers by 11.3 per cent 
during the first six months of 
2011 . 

The most popular destina¬ 
tions in July were Palma 
which topped the list, with 
Budapest and Malaga in sec¬ 
ond and third respectively. 

With the launch of new 
routes by a number of 
Luton’s airline partners, and 
the growth of Wizz Air and 
Monarch in particular, the 
airport has been able to wel¬ 
come 948,318 scheduled and 
72,172 charter passengers 
through its doors in July. 

Airport managing director 
Glyn Jones, who is also chair¬ 
man of the Love Luton City 
Status bid, said: “More busi¬ 
ness and holiday travellers 
have come through London’s 
fastest growing major airport 
due to the competitive air-

THE stockmarket is exceptionally volatile at present with fear of another 
recession dominating investor sentiment. A combination of poor eco¬ 
nomic data, the ongoing sovereign debt crisis in Europe and a downgrade 
of America’s credit rating have provided an unhelpful backdrop for equity 
markets and resulted in material declines over the past month. Addition¬ 
ally, ongoing austerity measures and consumer belt tightening are nega¬ 
tives for the global economy. 

Any recovery in the developed world is likely to remain anaemic at best, 
therefore, although faster growth in a number of emerging markets should 
result in respectable global growth of between three per cent and four per 
cent, albeit highly polarised. Investors prepared to accept fluctuations in the 
value of their capital may view the current situation as a buying opportunity. 

Investment managers at the Bedford office of Charles Stanley feel that the 
correction in global equity markets has been somewhat indiscriminate and 
individual company fundamentals are being largely ignored. On balance, 
they believe FTSE 100 companies, rated on less than ten times consensus 
forecast earnings and with over 57bn of cash on their balance sheets, offer 
attractive long-term value. Additionally, an aggregate dividend yield of 
4.5% on the FTSE 100 index is now higher than the returns offered by gov¬ 
ernment bonds. This has historically heralded positive long-term returns 
for the equity market.

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Kissock not the Messi-ah 
but he’s a very nifty boy

JOHN Paul Kissock admitted he was flattered by 
comparisons to Barcelona wizard Lionel Messi 
after an impressive full debut during Luton’s 1-1 
draw at Stockport on Friday night. 

The diminutive midfielder pulled the strings in 
the first half as the Hatters started strongly at 
Edgeley Park, exhibiting the fleet of foot that saw 
him take over from Wayne Rooney as the 
youngest player ever to play for Everton’s reserves. 

His stature - one inch shorter than the world 
famous Argentinian - and similar shaggy hair saw 
some fans rave about the Liverpudlian in the 
same light as one of his heroes. 

A modest Kissock said: “I don’t know about that. 
The guy is on a different planet. It’s lovely of them 
[the fans] to say that. 

“It’s a fantastic club. The support they’ve got 
really is good so, fingers crossed, I can do my best 
for them.” 

Everton midfielder Leon Osman was inside 
County’s ground to watch his friend make his sec¬ 
ond appearance for Luton. Kissock admitted that 
he has been blessed with a good football educa¬ 
tion, looking up to the likes of former Toffees 
Steven Pienaar and Mikel Arteta while at 
Goodison Park, but asked about his idols he said: 
“Maradonna and Messi. 

“I’ve got so many videos of Maradonna and, 
now Messi has come through, Maradonna has 
taken a little bit of a back seat, but you never get 
tired of watching players like that. 

“The likes of Xavi, Iniesta, Messi and Maradonna 
- they’re all just so good. 

“I’ll work as hard as I can and try to do well.” 

By his own admission, Kissock was less effective 
in the second half against Stockport. However, he 
felt Town didn’t deserve to have victory snatched 
from them through Sean McConville’s deflected 
strike in injury time. 

“I thought in the first half I played really well,” 
he said. “In the second half I probably wasn’t as 
good. We tried to play a little bit but not as much 


as we did in the first half. We did well 
but we could have done better. 

“I was devastated [with the equalis¬ 
er] . The lads defended for 89 minutes 
and the whole back four was great. To 
concede a goal like that was a bit 
of a nightmare. 

“I felt as a team we did 
fantastically. We kept the 
ball but in the second half 
that was missing. 

“We defended well and 
worked hard, but there’s 
so much quality in the 
dressing room and so 
many fantastic foot¬ 
ballers so we need to 
trust ourselves a little 
bit more. 

“We tried to grind 
out the result but I , 
thought, in the end, 
we deserved to nick it.” 

Kissock impressed against 
Luton as a Southport player this 
season, but he revealed he has 
been asked to develop a new 
style by manager Gary Brabin. 

“I think he wants me to be more 
box-to-box which is a bit new to 
me. I’m going to try to work as 
hard as I can. 

“It’s a little bit new to me. I’ve 
been known to play off a front man 
and drop into holes, but the man¬ 
ager wants me to do it the opposite 
way and come from deeper. 

“Playing with Alex and Adam [Watkins], 
it will come. Hopefully, we can gel togeth¬ 
er and become a good team. 

“I couldn’t really get a grip of it in the 
second half, but that’s football. All credit to 
Stockport, they kept going to the last 
minute but I thought we were hard done 
by.”

LUTON Town manager Gary Brabin is 
“gutted” with the goals his side are 
conceding and has called for the 
Hatters to cut out their costly 
mistakes because the videos don’t 
make for good viewing. 

The latest one came in injury-time at 
Stockport with a late equaliser that 
denied them their first away win of 
the season on Friday night. 

Alex Lawless opened the scoring in 
the fifth minute of their Bet Blue 
Square Premier encounter only for 
Sean McConville to grab a point for 
the hosts late on after a mistake in 
defence by Curtis Osano. 

Brabin said: “As a back four we have 
some good players and they are 
better than the goals we are 
conceding at the minute. 

“We are very attack minded but I like 
to trust my defence. They don’t have 
to get man-of-the-match every week 
but just do the basic things right. At 
the moment we are not doing that. 

“Trying to show the players what we 
mean is like watching video nasties. 
Everyone has taken it on board, 
everyone agrees and everyone knows, 


but for some reason there’s a little bit 
of a switch off point.” 

The 1-1 draw was Town’s third in as 
many games away from home so far 
this season, leaving them currently 
sitting in ninth place in the Conference 
table. 

Brabin added: “I’m gutted with the 
goals we are conceding at the 
moment. It’s been like that since the 
start of the season. 

“It’s easy to hide behind injuries and 
excuses but we’ve got a good squad of 
players and they are good enough to 
do the things we want. 

“In the past we’ve been rock solid at 
the back but at the moment we are 
making silly mistakes and we are 
getting punished for them.” 

The result was frustrating for the 
Hatters boss as he felt his side did 
enough to claim all three points. 

“It was a good goal and in the first 
half and we looked quite comfortable,” 
he said of Lawless’ screamer. “I 
thought we had another gear in us to 
step it up a little bit. We’ve had to 
change things around a bit [at the 
back] and that’s been well 


documented but I felt confident with 
the side we had. We went in front and 
at half time I said we needed to step it 
up. I thought we did and for the 
neutral I can imagine it was quite an 
entertaining second half because it 
was quite end-to-end. 

“For 90 minutes I was delighted with 
the way our two centre halves 
defended. At 1-0 up we had a couple 
of chances and they put us under a bit 
of pressure but I thought we looked 
quite comfortable. 

“It was a silly mistake and we’ve been 
punished again. 

“Collectively, as a unit, they are not 
doing the things that we are basing 
our style of play on. I want to play 
attacking football and I want to trust 
defenders but, at the moment, that 
trust isn’t fully there and it’s cost us. 

“It is individual stuff. I’ve singled out 
people and they’ve taken it on the 
chin. Will Antwi and Keith Keane were 
outstanding in the centre. They 
defended fantastically and that’s the 
way we want to do it. It’s not always 
the same individual but we are making 
mistakes that are costing us when 


these draws should be turned into 
wins. I’ve given the lads the weekend 
off as they’ve trained really hard. 

“I think it will do them good to have a 


break and we’ll get back to work on 
Monday morning and start working on 
those things that are costing us at the 
moment.”

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Ex-Bull Fleetwood 
to lead Luton aoal 1

STUART Fleetwood says he is relish¬ 
ing the pressure of scoring goals for 
Luton after his transfer deadline day 
switch to Kenilworth Road this 
week. 

The former Hereford hitman signed 
a two-year deal for an undisclosed fee 
with the announcement coming 
minutes before the transfer window 
slammed shut on Wednesday. 

After netting 18 times for a strug¬ 
gling Bulls side in npower League Two 
last term, the 25-year-old knows he 
has been cast as the goal poacher that 
manager Gary Brabin has been 
searching for all summer. 

“I know what I’ve been brought in to 
do, that’s score goals,” he said. “That’s 
my job and hopefully I can get one 
nice and early to kick-start me. 

“I like to play on the shoulder and 
use my pace to get in behind. I don’t 
get involved with too much of the 
build-up because I just want to get in 
the box and score goals. I’ll be looking 
to poach the tap-ins.” 

The former Wales Under-21 inter¬ 
national said he is not fazed by the 
expectation now thrust upon his 
shoulders and that even he is in the 
dark over the fee Luton paid for his 
services, which is thought to be a sig¬ 
nificant five-figure sum. 

“I’m not sure what it is,” he said. “It’s 


between the two clubs to decide and 
they left it undisclosed. It adds no 
pressure to me. I think the pressure is 
more on the club than the player, so I 
won’t be thinking about it.” 

On Friday night at Stockport 
County, Fleetwood (pictured) came 
within the width of a post from mak¬ 
ing the dream start to life as a Hatter 
with a last gasp strike that could have 
claimed all three points for his new 
side. 

But Town were forced to settle for 
their third draw in three games on the 
road this season as, moments earlier, 
Sean McConville’s deflected strike 
made it 1-1, earning the Edgeley Park 
outfit a share of the spoils. 

“I hit it really sweet. I couldn’t have 
hit it better, but it came back off the 
post and it wasn’t my night because it 
just fell straight back into the goal¬ 
keeper’s hands,” Fleetwood said of his 
last ditch chance to win the Blue 
Square Bet Premier clash. 

“It would’ve been a dream start but 
we are more disappointed about not 
holding on to the one goal lead. I’ve 
spoken to the lads and the gaffer and 
apparently it’s not the first time it has 
happened this year, so we’ll try and 
put that right in training.” 

Fleetwood did admit he was appre¬ 
hensive about dropping back into the 
Conference, where he was prolific as 
a Forest Green Rovers player, but he 
didn’t take much convincing once 


former team-mates told him about 
Luton. 

He said: “I was sceptical to start with 
about dropping down a league but 
the gaffer sold the club to me and I 
spoke to a few friends here, Dean 
Beckwith and Alex Lawless, and they 
told me how big the club can and will 
be if we get promoted. That was a big 
factor. 


“I’d rather be at the top of the table, 
challenging for a championship than 
be in a relegation fight, which I feel 
like I’ve been in over the last few years 
at different clubs. 

“It was a new challenge for me.” 

He added: “Money wasn’t a factor, it 
was more about securing a good deal 
for myself and a two-year deal was 
important for me to move. The club 


showed a lot of faith in me and in 
what they offered, so I was delighted 
to sign. Once I heard the numbers of 
fans Luton get at home, I was very 
excited. I’ve played in the Conference 
before and I think the only team that 
used to have that were Oxford. That 
was a big factor.”
